Business Community 
Should Take Initiative 


Last week, the Recorder carriéd a story in which City 
Planner Robert Gray was quoted as saying the Chamber 
of Commerce and the downtown merchants would have 
to “carry the ball,” if completely-developed offstreet park- 
ing and commercial space’ becomes a ‘reality in the area 
bounded by Santa Cruz and Menlo avenues, and Uni- 
vtrsity drive and El Camino Real. 

This ‘is as it should be. Those primarily concerned 
with the business health of the community ‘should be the 
first to promote for more and better facilities. 

It has long been the city’s official view that cost of 
offstreet parking is one of the costs of doing ‘business; 
the city has therefore refrained from installing parking 
meters and, in effect, thereby supplementing downtown 
merchants by sticking the prospective customer with’ the 
cost. 

By extension of this policy, the city also has seen to 
it that such offstreet parking as we now enjoy is financed 
through assessment districts composed of properties bene- 
fittin directly from such space. 

The plan works. 

Carried to a logical new level, the downtown prop- 
erty owners involved ought to be able to plan devélop- 
ment layouts acceptable to the city, the participants in 
previous assessment districts and themselves. The city, 
if this level ever were to be achieved, would be in the 
position of a sort of regulator, nodding approval of the 
adopted layout. 

Things actually won't be this easy, though, because 
the owners involved probably won't be able to get to- 
gether with sufficient amiability and generosity to work 
for what the majority will probably term “the greatest 
good for the greatest number.” 

At this point, “city hall” will be asked to step in, 
using its right of eminent domain. 

Immediately, there'll be outcries and “city hall” will 
be blamed for whatever supposed inequities seem to have 
developed. 

Actually, they shouldn't be blamed at all — when 
things get to the stage above described. They'll only move 
in when the actions of the owners participation have come 
to a standstill, and nobody, we fell sure, wants to see the 
downtown area held in the grip of a perpetual stalemate.

Annexation Will Double Size 
Of Canada Water District 


A proposed annexation which 
will more than double the area 
of Woodside’s Canada County 
Water District will be up for 
public hearing on December 15. 

Casting his lot with the dis- 
trict is Andres F. Oddstad, 
home biulder who owns 190 
acres bordering the east side of 
Canada road. His petition to 
annex this acreage was receiv- 
ed by the district’s board of di- 
rectors at its Nov. 17 meeting. 

“Eventually the proposed 

annexation would bring in 

110 to 115 homes which Odd- 

stad hopes to build within 
the next seven years. The 
water hook-up would be 
through the Toyon Knolls 
area of the district, along 

Godetia drive. 

Oddstad said the entire home 
area will be called “The Up- 
lands of Woodside.” He hopes 
to build the first 10 or 15 homes 
next spring or summer. 

The hearing on the acreage, 
which extends from Godetia 
drive to the vicinity of St. 
Marcellus Church, will be held 
at the home of the district’s 
board chairman, Guilford Sny- 
der, 117 Marva Oaks drive. 

Work on the new district’s 
$140,000 water main-pumping 
station system is _ Progressing 


rapidly according to Wenrick 
and Associates, engineering 
firm handling the job. Tunnel- 
ing for a 10-inch main along 
Canada road has been com- 
pleted. 


TIME SCHEDULE 


Installation of the main and 
six-inch feeder lines serving 
Raymundo and Marva Oaks 
drives and parcels on Godetia 
drive and Jefferson avenue be- 
gan this week. The pumping 
station should be finished 
late this month and the entire 
system by the first of the year, 
Wenrick said. 


Oddstad said the State High- 
way Division recently approved 
purchase of 25 to 30 acres of 
the property for the proposed 
Junipero Serra Freeway. 

The water system is being 
financed by general obligation 
and special assessment bonds. 
Snyder reported that of the 
$300,000 general obligation 
bonds unanimously approved 
by voters last spring some $85,- 
000 is being used for the pres- 
ent construction. 


Considerable rusting of pres- 
ent water mains is a principal 
reason for the installation. The 
district will continue to main- 
tain a 40,000 gallon water tank.

Last month, for instance, 
Stanford Research Institute 
hosted a meeting designed to 
acquaint architects and engi- 
neers with some of the things 
they can do to design build- 
ings with provision for protec- 
tion of its occupants with fall- 
out. 

The meeting was attend- 
ed, too, by, City Administra- 
tive Assistant Michael Bed- 
well and by Engineering As- 
sistant Ed Ebaugh, who also 
became acquainted thereby 
with some of the thinking 
going on in the field. 

The Office of Civil Defense 
Mobilization, which is direct- 


ing the information about 
radioactive “fallout” around, 


appears to feel that a good 
future step would be to have 
shelters incorporated in the 
construction of new buildings, 
Ebaugh says. 

The OCDM also is concern- 
ed that local building ordi- 
nances might hamper con- 
struction of such shelters, or 
make their cost prohibitive to 
the average private builder. 

Here again, the operatives 
at the building department 
office says, local contractors 
have to stick to the building 
code and its main discour- 
aging provisions, if they are 
so considered, are those call- 
ing for standard ventilation 
of underground areas. 
Apparently, according to 

literature supplied, the OCDM 
is more concerned with the in- 
corporation of fallout shelters 
in larger buildings, as com- 
pared to the more expensive 
“per capita” cost of such a 
shelter in the average home. 

Shelters can be integrated 
into the design of most large 
public and industrial construc- 
tion at the start, at relatively 
small cost. In fact, some new 
buildings might have well- 
sheltered areas in them, 
whether the original designer 
expected them to, or not. 

However, the meeting at 
SRI was designed to acquaint 
architects and engineers with 
just what’s needed, so they 
can make proper provisions 
in their future building de- 
Signs, according to Bedwell 
and Ebaugh. 

Nationally, the OCDM 
takes the view that adequate 
shelters could save the lives 
of millions, in the ¢ase of a 
nuclear war. 

The country with the largest 
number of persons thus shield- 
ed and thus surviving would 
be the most likely to be able 
to rebuild after the first 20 
or 30 minute holocaust which, 
presumably, would devastate 
all countries participating and 
probably others, too.

25 Years Ago: 
Street Bond 
Delinquencies 
Posed Problem 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25. years ago this week, the 
folowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as ‘first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


December 6, 1935: 


At a meeting of the city 
council held Tuesday night to 
determine what should be done 
in the matter of the delinquent 
street bond payments, city at- 
torney James O’Keefe explain- 
ed the various methods that 
could be employed to clear ‘the 
situation. 


He explained that a general 
liability should not be’ main- 
tained for the benefit of a few. 
His idea was that the burden 
of the improvement cost 
sheuld fall on those who’ bene- 
fit by it. He’ was of the opinion 
that failure’ to exact payment 
from ‘those who owe on the 
work only encourages others 
to become delinquent. The leg- 
islature provides foreclosure 
and tax sale remedies and the 
court says in determining this 
duty, the council should make 
use of this remedy. Unless 
foreclosure proceedings are 
started or much of the debt 
paid off before next April; the 
council will be faced with an- 
other 75 cent tax. 

A general discussion was en- 
tered into by the board togeth- 
er with Messrs. Nesbitt, Drugg, 
Rankin, DeBold and Mielke 
and after much consideration 
Councilman E. H. Hart made 
the following motion: 

“That the city enter into 
foreclosure proceedings 
against all lots which are in ar- 
rears four years on the first 
day of January, 1936...” 

The motion was seconded by 
Councilman Weeden and un- 
animously adopted. 


Children Sow 
Flowers 
At Corfe Madera 


Youngsters at the Portola 
Valley’s Corte Madera School 
will be busy labeling: flowers 
next spring as part of an ima- 
ginative program to beautify 
the school grounds. 

About 300 of the school chil- 
dren recently scattered more 
than five pounds of California 
wildflower seeds throughout 
the school’s two acres along 
Alpine road. 

The planting project’s brain- 
child is Mrs. Hugh Southgate 
of 4666 Alpine road, who got 
the idea from slides presented 
at the fall meeting of the 
Woodside Garden Club.
